In view of the United States pro-| 
posals for the further Nmitation ot 
Maval armament the admiralty ‘“Re-; 
turn of Fleets” for 1927 has appeared 
at an opportune moment. The return 
shows how drastically the capital 
ship tonnege of the leading fleets 
has been reduced since the Wash- 
ington Conference. On the outbreak 
of war, Great Britain alone had 42 
dreadnoughts ready or under con- 
struction, Today the — collective 
dreadnoughts of the seven principal 
navies barely exceed 60. Only eight 
battle cruisers are now In existence, 
and on ships of this type are build- 
fng. So far as dreadnought construc: 


tion is concerned the “naval holt 
day” is already an accomplished | 
fact. | 

Taking cruisers first, the Tiritish | 


Empire is found to have 14 building, 
with nine more projected for the 
period ending with the fiscal year of, 
1929, If this program is carried out! 
the Empire will have eventually 23 
crulsers of the so-ealled °T 
class. The number of similar vessels 
now being built in the United States, 
Japon, France and Italy fg 18 while 
32 others are projected. 

In capital ships the Empire has a 
numerical margin of two

also a definite superiority in aircraft: 
carrier. But in destreyers and sub- |
